'Gosment^ Until now* exercises at reinforced regimental 
level have continued for more than 6 weeks* Since* in previous 
years* this training period has been considerably shorter,, it 
might be concluded that the Soviets have concentrated on this 
type of combat training during th© current training year* It 
is possible that the Soviets* by exercises at this level* are 
testing new arrangements and organisations of troops corresponding 
to modern warfare conditions,. While in previous" years major 
exercises up to army level with subsequent Dir and GSFG maneuvers , 
had already men under way at this time of the year* such exercises 
can be expected only' after approximately Md— September in 1953, 

This assumption is supported by the following observations* 
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Special engr training and arty firing practices my be regarded, 
as largely completed* During the last few weeks $ shipments to , 
firing ranges involved only Arty DAvs and Brigs * While the 
divisional Arty participated in Major exercises* The last 
shipments of AM units to Wustrow arrived there in late July 0 
so that* after the return of these units to their posts which 
is expected to take place one of these &ays 9 the AAA units 
could also be available for fall maneuvers. However, m definite 
conclusions on the further development of the Soviet training 
prolan can bo dram since*, as has already been observed* the 
Soviets my any tine deviate from previous habits and the known 
scheme.
